WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Declaring  “time  is 
running  out,”  President  Ford  warned 
Thursday  night  that  Congress  must  vote 
emergency  military  aid  within  two  weeks  if 
Cambodia  is  to  survive  the  current 
Communist  offensive. 

In  a  nationally  televised  and  broadcast 
news  conference,  Ford  hinted  for  the  first 
time  he  was  willing  to  see  Lon  Nol  step  aside 
as  Cambodia’s  president  in  order  to  spur 
negotiations  and  end  what  he  called  “an 
unbelievable  horror  story.” 

“If  we  don’t  give  the  aid,  there  is  no 
hope”  and  Cambodia  would  fall  under 
Communist  control,  Ford  said.  “If  we  do  get 
the  necessary  legislation  from  Congress  and 
it  comes  quickly  .  . .  within  the  next  10  days 
or  two  weeks  I  believe  there  is  a  hope.  .  .” 

The  deteriorating  situation  in  Cambodia, 
where  the  capital  of  Phnom  Penh  is 
surrounded  by  Communist  insurgents, 
dominated  Ford’s  news  conference. 

But  there  were  these  other  presidential 
assertions: 

-  Asked  about  any  CIA  connection  with 
attempted  assassinations  of  foreign  leaders, 
Ford  cited  current  investigations  into  CIA 
activities  and  said  further  comment  from 
him  at  this  time  would  be  inappropriate. 

—  Asked  about  reports  that  conservative 
Republicans  are  unhappy  with  his  policies 
and  may  be  considering  starting  a  third 
party,  Ford  said  he  felt  his  party  should  be 
“a  broadbased,  wide-spectrum  party”  and 
could  broaden  its  base  without  losing  the 
conservative  wing  of  the  party. 

—  Ford  declined  to  comment  on  whether 
he  would  like  to  have  former  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  take  an  active  role  in  the 
Republican  party  once  he  recovers  from  his 


physical  ailments.  He  said  he  felt  it  would  be 
inappropriate  for  him  to  comment  at  this 
time. 

The  news  conference  was  21  minutes  old 
before  questioning  turned  to  the  economy. 
Ford  said  in  response  that  he  would  prefer 
tax  reductions  to  increased  spending  if  it 
appears  a  greater  stimulant  is  needed  to  pull 
the  nation  out  of  a  recession. 

He  again  defended  his  economic  program 
by  saying  “it  is  moving  in  the  right 
direction”  but  complained  that  Congress  is 
moving  too  slowly.  “What  we  need  is 
speed,”  he  declared  in  again  urging  faster 
action  on  tax-cut  legislation. 

But  again  and  again  the  questioning  turned 
to  Cambodia  and,  when  asked  whether  he 
would  ask  Lon  Nol  to  resign  to  help 
negotiate  a  settlement,  Ford  replied  he  did 
not  feel  it  proper  to  ask  that  of  the  head  of 
another  state. 

Lon  Nol,  who  overthrew  Prince  Sinhanouk 
in  1970,  has  been  the  major  stumbling  block 
to  the  opening  of  negotiations  since  the 
Communists  have  refused  to  go  to  the  table 
as  long  as  he  remains  in  office. 

Lon  Nol  himself  indicated  to  visiting 
American  Congress  members  last  weekend 
he  might  be  willing  to  step  aside  if  that 
would  help  negotiations. 

Ford  said  a  main  aim  of  giving  the  aid 
would  be  to  keep  the  Lon  Nol  government 
fighting  until  the  end  of  the  current  dry 
season,  sometime  about  the  first  of  July. 

If  that  happens,  he  said  chances  “will  be 
infinitely  better”  that  the  Communists 
would  consider  negotiations. 

He  added,  however,  that  Congress  must 
vote  the  aid  “in  the  next  10  days  or  two 
weeks.” 

Ford  opened  the  news  conference  with  a 
statement  urging  quick  congressional  action 
on  his  Cambodian-aid  request.

Van  Vleet  saw  the  need  for  residential 
centers  for  the  emotionally  disturbed, 
acting-out  delinquents  for  whom 
commitment  to  the  Utah  State  Hospital 
is  not  advisable.  The  need  as  he  saw  it  is 
for  residential  day  care  centers.

Journalist 
will  speak 
Tuesday 


A  Pulitzer  Prize- winning 
journalist  and  New  York 
Times  best  selling  list-author 
will  be  Tuesday’s  forum 
speaker.

research  history

Dr.  J.  Rex  Goates  described 
thermodynamics  as  a 
“down-to-earth,  common 
sense”  science  to  a  capacity 
audience  in  the  Distinguished 
Faculty  Lecture  Wednesday 
night. 

Explaining  the  history 
behind  his  research,  Dr. 
Goates  told  the  audience  that 
his  first  laboratory  at  BYU 
was  a  converted  restroom. 

“It  was  a  very  primitive 
arrangement,”  he  said,  adding 
that  BYU  Pres.  Howard  S. 
McDonald  was  so  appalled 
when  he  saw  the  facility  that 
he  asked,  “Is  this  really  a  part 
of  the  university?” 

As  a  result  of  the 
president’s  visit,  the 
laboratory  was  painted.  The 
lead-base  paint  was  applied  at 
the  same  time  work  was  being 


performed  with  hydrogen 
sulfide,  a  poisonous  gas. 

“The  hydrogen  sulfide 
reacted  with  the  lead  in  the 
paint,”  Dr.  Goates  explained, 
“and  30  minutes  after  the 
painters  left,  the  walls  and 
ceiling  were  streaked  with  the 
most  beautiful  psychedelic 
patterns  of  black  on  beige 


minerals,  Dr.  Goates  began 
his  15-year  study  of 
thermodynamics.  “It  is 
probably  one  of  the  most 
exact  of  the  sciences,”  he 
said,  pointing  out  that  its 
two,  simple  postulates  yield  a 
large  volume  of  information. 

The  first  postulates  states 
that  the  total  amount  df 
energy  in  the  universe  is 
constant,  though  it  may 
change  from  one  form  to 
another. 

The  second  is  described  by 


the  word,  “entropy.  It  says 
the  disorder  of  the  universe  is 
increasing.  “Every  process 
that  takes  place  increases  the 
entropy  of  the  universe,”  Dr. 
Goates  explained. 

Theories  of  the  constant 
expansion  of  the  universe 
support  this  second  law, 
according  to  Dr. Goates. 
“Even  right  here  in  the 
‘universe’  of  Provo  City 
entropy  is  increasing,”  he 
said. 


Dr.  Goates  said  scientific 
information  points  to  a  divine 
creation  of  the  universe 
because  this  universe  is 
gradually  slowing  down  and 
falling  into  more  and  more 
disorder. 


“How  else  but  by  an 
unnatural  process  was  the 
universe  wound  up?”  he 
asked.

U.S.  oil  refinery  growth  slowing 

WASHINGTON  -  The  Federal  Energy  Administration  says 
expansion  of  U.S.  oil  refinery  capacity  —  a  chronic 
bottleneck  in  the  flow  df  petroleum  products  —  seems  to  be 
slowing  down. 

In  a  survey  updated  to  last  December,  the  FEA  says  the  oil 
industry  now  expects  to  increase  refinery  capacity  in  the 
United  States  about  2.9  million  barrels  a  day  by  1978  over 
its  1973  capacity. 

But  that  is  795,000  barrels  a  day  less  expansion  than  was 
planned  only  six  months  earlier,  in  the  FEA’s  survey  of  June 
1974.

Women  protests  proposal 
to  cut  welfare  caseworkers 


VANCOUVER,  Wash. 
(AP)-A  welfare  mother  has 
pitched  a  tent  and  set  up 
housekeeping  in  the  parking 
lot  of  the  state  office  building 
here.  She  says  she’ll  stay  until 
the  state  listens  to  her 
complaints. 

Dana  Allen  is  protesting  a 
legislative  proposal  that 
would  cut  the  number  of 
state  caseworkers  by  half. 
Mrs.  Allen  says  she’s  also 
protesting  what  she  calls 
difficulty  in  obtaining  food 
stamps  in  Clark  County. 

Barry  VanLare  of  the  state 
Department  of  Social  and 
Health  Services  said 
Wednesday  the  department 
will  take  no  action  to  remove 
Mrs.  Allen  and  her  tent  unless 
the  situation  changes. 

Mrs.  Allen  says  it  may  very 
well  change.  Shy  says  she’s 
asking  others  to  bring  tents 
and  join  her  in  the  parking 
lot. 

“The  people  in  Olympia 
never  had  to  stand  in  a 
welfare  line  for  hours  to 
obtain  food  stamps,”  said 
Mrs.  Allen.  “It’s  like  they 
were  using  us  to  play  a 
Monopoly  game.” 

VanLare  said  Mrs.  Allen  is 
correct  about  the  cut  in 
caseworkers. 

He  said  that  under  the 
department’s  budget 
proposal,  the  number  of 
caseworkers  would  be  halved, 
to  600.  He  said  the  money 
saved  on  caseworker  salaries 
would  be  used  to  hire 
additional  personnel  to 
handle  the  increasing  number 
of  food  stamp  cases  the  give 
some  of  the  remaining 


caseworkers  pay  raises. 

Mrs.  Allen’s  two  children 
are  not  living  in  the  tent  with 
her.  She  said  they  are  being 
cared  for  at  home  by  a 
woman  who  lives  with  her. 
She  said  a  couple  on  welfare 
shares  her  tent  at  night  for 
protection. 

Caseworkers  in  the  office 
building  regularly  stop  by  her 


tent  with  food.  While  she  was 
being  interviewed  Wednesday, 
one  worker  dropped  off  a  bag 
of  doughnuts  and  another 
said  she  would  drop  off  some 
steaks  as  soon  as  Mrs.  Allen 
found  a  way  to  cook  them. 

A  small  camp  stove  she 
brought'  with  her  was  stolen 
Monday,  the  first  day  of  her 
tenting  protest.

Y  'escapologist' 
gets  out  of  fixes 


“I’ve  been  getting  out  of 
trouble  half  my  life,”  says 
22-year-old  Bryll  Schultz,  a 
self-styled  Houdini-type 
attending  BYU. 

To  prove  he  can  get  out  of 
trouble  he  is  trussed  up  in  a 
straight  jacket,  chained  and 
padlocked  and  hung  by  his 
ankles  from  a  high  scaffold. 

He  escapes  in  just  a  few 
seconds. 

While  serving  a  mission  for 
the  LDS  Church  in 
Oldenburg,  Germany,  Schultz 
said  he  challenged  the  police 
chief  there  to  fasten  him  to  a 
tree  so  he  couldn’t  get  free. 
The  chief  took  20  minutes  to 


secure  his  neck,  ankles,  wrist 
and  waist  to  the  tree  with 
chains,  ropes  and  padlocks, 
but  he  emerged  free  in  10 
minutes. 

Recently  elected  into 
membership  of  the  Society  of 
American  Magicians,  the 
student  has  been  performing 
at  BYU’s  student  sponsored 
Concerts  Impromptu. 

To  begin  his  act  he  does  a 
few  tricks  like  swallowing 
screw  drivers  to  get  the 
audience  warmed  up,  but  his 
speciality  is  escaping— he’s  an 
escapologist. 

A  sophomore  majoring  in 
psychology,  Schultz  said  he

began  studying  Houdini’s 
tricks  when  he  was  10. 
“Houdini’s  escapes  interested 
me  more  than  magic,  so  I 
specialize  in  escapes,”  he  said. 

“I’m  as  proficient  as  the 
well-known  escape  artists  like 
‘Baffling’  Brooks  of  Oxnard, 
Calif.,  and  ‘Amazing  Rendi’ 
of  Canada,  but  I  haven’t  got 
the  name  yet,  said  Schultz. 

He  asserted  there  is  no 
gimmick  attached  to  most  of 
his  tricks.  “You  have  to  be 
very  limber,  not  overweight 
and  know  how  to  do  it.”  He 
added  that  most  people  could 
learn  the  skills  he  has  if  they 
were  willing  to  put  forth  the 
effort. 

He  also  escapes  from  a  bed 
of  nails.  An  assistant  or 
member  of  the  audience 
chains  and  padlocks  him  to  a 
plywood  board  with  seven 
and  one-half  pounds  of  nails 
driven  through  it.  It  takes  a 
lot  of  squirming  and  flexing 
to  escape,  but  Schultz  frees 
himself  in  only  a  few  seconds 
with  no  injury. 

“I  could  get  out  of  Provo 
Police  handcuffs  with  little 
trouble,”  he  said  modestly. 

He  always  accepts 
challenges  from  audiences  to 
escape  from  handcuffs  or 
devices  they  coipe  up  with.

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Registered  voters  would 
receive  a  portion  of  corporate 
income  taxes  each  year  if  a 
proposed  national  dividend 
amendment  becomes  law. 

The  National  Dividend  Plan 
was  explained  in  a  lecture  and 
slide  presentation  to  faculty 
and  students  Thursday  by 
John  H.  Perry,  member  of  the 
President’s  commission  on 
Marine  Sciences,  Engineering 
and  Resources,  and  president 
of  several  corporations. 

Perry,  who  has  been  a 
proponent  of  the  bill  for  10 
years,  said  it  would  help 
lessen  the  economic  problems 
facing  America  today.  He 
advocates  taking  50  per  cent 
of  the  corporate  income  taxes 
and  returning  them  equally  to 
registered- vSters;"'-  T’ 

While1  funds  presently  used 
by  government  would  be 
given  to  citizens,  he  said  this 
drain  would  be  offset  by 
increased  spending  potential 
by  the  public.  The  resultant 
increase  in  production  by 
business  to  meet  the  demand 
would  thus  stimulate  the 
economy. 


As  proposed,  the  plan 
would  take  five  years  to  fully 
function,  requiring  a  20  per 
cent  chunk  of  the  50  per  cent 
income  tax  total  the  first  year 
and  increasing  it  by  that 
amount  each  year  until  100 
per  cent  would  be  reached  in 
five  years. 

The  money  would  be  taken 
by  the  national  government 
from  the  corporate  income 
tax  funds  each  quarter,  and 
distributed  to  each  state.  The 
state  offices  then  would  send 
funds  to  banks  for  dispersal 
to  individual  account  holders, 
Perry  continued. 

He  noted  that  while  no 
formal  action  has  been  taken 
in  Congress,  several 
congressmen  have  expressed 
interekt  ih'  his 1  plan"  and  may 
present  legislation'  latef  ‘  this 
year.  He  added  that 
government  officials  in 
Britain,  Germany  and  Canada 
have  discussed  the  plan. 

If  changes  are  not  made  in 
the  present  government 
spending,  he  said,  such 
programs  as  Social  Security 
and  the  welfare  program  will 


be  inadequate  in  the  near 
future.  Perry  said  that  under 
his  plan,  government 
spending  in  such  areas  might 
be  curtailed  since  individuals 
would  have  more  money  of 
their  own  to  meet  these 
expenses.

“I  never  let 
myself  get  opera  arthritis,” 
explained  Nines,  “as  I  learn 
to  adjust  to  the  various 
interpretations  and  stagings 
used  by  directors.” 

“I  like  the  Rimsky- 
Korsakov  adaptation  of 
“Boris”  best  and  so  does  the 
public,”  says  Hines  in 
comparing  that  version  with 
other  revisions. 

“Korsakov  smoothed  out 
the  musical  modulations, 
simplified  the  meter  markings 
and  took  out  a  bit  of  the 
cropolitan  monotony  in  Moussorgsky’s 
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thematics 
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original  score,”  says  Hines. 
The  BYU  Music  Theater  is 
using  the  Korsakov  orchestral 
store  in  its  current 
production. 

Language  worry 

Hines  said  he  has  to 
concentrate  on  the  language 
in  which  he  will  sing  “Boris” 
besides  the  different  versions 
and  stage  directions.  Hines 
sang  the  role  in  Russian  when 
he  was  in  the  Soviet  Union  in 
1962,  and  has  sung  the  opera 
in  German  and  Italian  as  well 
as  in  English. 

“All  singing  should  be  in 
the  language  the  audience 
understands,”  says  Hines.  “It 
is  ridiculous  to  do  it  in  a 
language  not  understandable 
to  the  people.” 

The  BYU  supporting  cast 
has  been  “pretty  darn  good,” 
says  Hines,  “particularly 
when  some  of  the  casts  I’ve

Good  voices 

There  are  some  good  solid 
student  voices  in  the  cast,  he 
continues,  but  said  he 
discourages  anyone  from 
going  into  professional  opera 
unless  the  aspirant  has  an 
extraordinary  voice  or 
charismatic  talent. 


“There  are  180  Americans’ 
making  it  professionally  in 
opera  today  and  something 
like  over  40,000  students 
who  want  to  break  into  the 
profession,”  he  says. 

“No  one  has  more  spare 
time  than  an  opera  singer,” 
says  Hines  in  describing  how 
he  finds  time  for  all  Iris 
outside  interests. 


Hines  has  written  his  own 
opera  score  and  libretto  of  “I 
Am  The  Way,”  an  opera 
based  on  the  life  of  Christ.  He 
intends  to  finish  another 
opera  entitled  ‘The  Monkey 
Paw,”  which  is  a  performance 
piece  specifically  designed  for 
university  opera  workshop.

“Praise  Him  With  Dance”  is  a  happy,  often 
surprising  demonstration  of  worship  in 
multimedia  that  will  be  playing  through 
Saturday  night  in  184  RB. 

The  innovation  and  excellence  that  has 
become  typical  of  the  BYU  modern  dance 
program  was  spotlighted  against  a 
background  of  some  original  music  of  BYU 
music  students,  along  with  works  of  a  few 
established  composers. 

The  show  began  with  a  representation  of 
spirit  birth,  gaining  a  body,  the  Adam  and 
Eve  story  and  moved  to  the  life  and  ministry 
of  the  Savior. 

The  abrupt  jqfflpfrom,  Adam  and  Eve  to 
the  events  in  the' ministry  of  the  Savior  gave 
the  performance  the  slightly  bumpy  feeling 
of  a  series  of  vignettes,  rather  than  a 
smooth-flowing  whole,  even  though  director 
and  choreographer  Cathy  Herbut  asked  the 
audience  to  hold  applause  during  the 
performance  to  enhance  the  flow  of  the 
numbers. 

Nevertheless,  the  dancers  projected  a 
worshipful  attitude  that  began  to  envelope 
the  audience  with  the  first  fluttering 
motions  of  the  “newborn  spirits.” 


The  dancers,  ever  full  of  power  and 
assurance,  were  at  their  best  in  the  joyful, 
spritely  frolic  to  “And  A  Virgin  Shall 
Conceive”  from  Handel’s  “Messiah.”  The 
precision  and  sensitivity  of  highly-trained 
dancers  was  clear  in  the  “Beatitudes,” 
performed  without  music. 

In  “The  Beatitudes”  and  “Adam  and  Eve” 
sequences,  however,  the  choreography  fell  a 
little  short  and  the  symbolism  was  a  little 
difficult  to  fathom. 

Still,  the  fluid  movement  of  the  dancers 
made  watching  a  pleasant  experience,  if  not 
a  clearly  understandable  one. 

The  highlight  of  the  performance  was  the 
finale.  A  mixed  quartet  stood  in  the 
audience  as  slides  of  the  Savior’s  life  flashed 
on  screens  that  were  placed  on  three  sides  of 
the  audience.  On  stage,  a  white-clothed  male 
dancer  was  joined  by  three  women  and  they 
frolicked  to  “I  Am  Come  That  They  Might 
Have  Life.” 

The  show  is  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  the 
heart.  The  benediction  director  Herbut 
offered,  “Go  in  peace  with  God.”  And 
“Praise  Him  With  Dance”  seems  to,  bubble 
over  with  peace  and  joy.  Even  the  hardest 
heart  will  find  it  difficult  to  ignore  such 
enthusiasm.

When  the  ,  final  buzzer 
sounds  at  the  Colorado  State 
game  Saturday  night,  it  will 
symbolize  more  than  just  the 
end  of  the  game  for  two 
seniors  on  BYU’s  team.

Neither  Grig  Clawson  nor 
Greg  Snow  will  go  on  the 
play  pro  basketball.

“That’s  quite  a  challenge  for 
the  future  in  itself,”  he  says. 

Both  seemed  to  think  that 
once  the  season  is  over,  it  will 
mark  the  end  of  an  era  in 
their  lives. 

“There  have  been  good 
moments  and  bad  moments,” 
Snow  said.  “Most  of  all  I’ve 
been  thankful  for  the  chance 
to  gain  an  education  and  the 
chance  to  play.

for  job  interviews 


Joe  wore  his  “Eat  a  Prune”  sweatshirt  to  a  job  interview  to 
impress  his  prospective  employer  with  his  sense  of  humor. 
The  interviewer  laughed,  but  Joe  didn’t  get  the  job. 

Elaine  had  top  grades  in  college  so  she  didn’t  worry  about 
finding  a  job.  She  started  job-hunting  when  she  graduated, 
and  six  months  later,  still  hasn’t  found  the  kind  of 
challenging  position  she  wants. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  current  recession  is  high 
unemployment  and  a  tight  job  market.  People  that  have  jobs 
are  more  inclined  to  stay  where  they  are. 

A  survey  taken  by  the  director  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  Placement  Center  reports  “there  will  be  more 
college  graduates  in  the  class  of  1975  who  will  be  looking  for 
jobs  and  won’t  find  them— at  least  to  the  level  which  they 
aspire— than  there  were  last  year.  Some  graduates  will  have  to 
settle  for  marginal  jobs.” 

“The  job  market  is  tight,  but  there  are  jobs  for  those  who 
are  willing  to  hustle,”  according  to  Wayne  Hansen  of  the 
BYU  Placement  Center.  “Hustling”  includes  establishing  a 
file  at  the  Placement  Center,  interviewing  with  prospective 
employers,  and  contacting  them  by  mail  and  telephone. 

Hansen  said  students  should  start  job-hunting  a  semester 
before  the  semester  of  graduation. 

A  tight  job  market  also  means  that  students  need  to 
sharpen  up  job-hunting  skills  and  need  to  be  aware  of 
common  pitfalls.  Although  there  are  no  figures  to  prove  it, 
BYU  students  probably  have  an  advantage  in  finding  jobs 
because  they  are  clean-cut  and  as  a  whole  are  self-motivating 
and  dependable.  Nevertheless,  this  advantage  can  be 
strengthened  by  knowing  what  to  do  in  resume  writing  and 
interviews. 

In  interviews,  employers  try  to  gauge  a  student’s 
confidence,  appearance  and  the  way  he  interacts.  A  neat 
appearance  and  self-assured  attitude  are  the  most  impressive. 
Hansen  said  it  is  also  a  good  idea  to  know  something  about 
the  company  before  the  interview. 

Resumes  should  be  one-page  and  typed  without  errors. 
Asking  someone  else  to  read  a  resume,  particularly  a  faculty 
member,  will  help  insure  that  the  resume  is  accurate  and 
makes  the  proper  impression. 

A  complete  run-down  on  job-hunting  techniques,  along 
with  employment  counseling,  are  available  in  the  Placement 
Center,  D-240  ASB.  The  wise  student  will  use  his  time  at 
BYU  not  only  to  attend  classes,  but  also  to  seek  future 
employment. 

After  spending  four  or  more  years  getting  an  education,  it 
would  be  too  bad  not  to  be  able  to  apply  it  in  a  job.

“You  mean  you  don’t  ever  drink?” 

“No.  It’s  against  my  religion.”

It  is  a  commandment  to  refrain  from 
drinking  alcoholic  beverages  and  that  in 
itself  is  a  strong  enough  reason.  Yet,  as  we 
are  faced  with  the  decision  of  whether  or 
not  to  drink  with  business  associates, 
non-LDS  family  and  friends,  and  of  how  to 
teach  our  children,  if  you  decide  to  drink 
there  are  some  additional  things  you  must 
also  learn  to  ilo:

Murders  by  firearms  now 
continue  at  a  rate  of  13,000  a  year, 
or  thirty-five  a  day.  In  1973,  a  gun 
was  used  in  a  crime  every  two 
minutes,  for  a  total  of  nearly 
280,000  gun  crimes  that  year.  The 
incidence  of  firearms  usage  in 
homicides,  suicides,  accidents,  and 
various  crimes  makes  a  strong  case 
for  legislation  limiting  their  sale, 
ownership,  and  use. 

Statistics  on  f irearms-related 
deaths  have  awakened  many  to  the 
need  for  gun  control  legislation, 
and  such  action  is  called  for  even 
more  fervently  following  the 
assassinations  of  prominent  people. 
Many  laws  have  been  passed  for  the 
purpose  of  firearms  control,  on  the 
federal  level  as  well  as  on  state  and 
local  levels,  yet  the  rate  of 
firearms-related  death  continues  to 
rise. 


One  type  of  legislation  is  proving 
itself  effective,  though;  that  of 
regulating  the  sale  of  firearms 
through  the  issuance  of  police 
licenses.  A  law  of  this  type, 
instituted  at  the  federal  level,  dould 
be  a  most  effective  means  of 
controlling  firearms.  Although 
enough  evidence  cannot  be 
produced  at  this  time  to  call  for 
institution  of  such  a  law,  it  can  be 
supported  adequately  enough  to 
call  for  serious  consideration  and 
study  of  it. 


The  Federal  Government  has 
attempted  to  regulate  firearms 
through  several  major  pieces  of 
legislation,  each  of  which  has 
proven  quite  futile.  Congress  passed 
its  first  such  control  measure  in 
1927,  a  law  prohibiting  the  sending 
of  pistols  and  other  concealable 
firearms  through  the  mails.  This  bill 
proved  to  be  innocuous  to  the  gun 
lovers,  however,  since  the  handguns 
could  still  be  shipped  by  express 
just  as  easily  as  by  mail. 


The  attempt  on  the  life  of 
President  Franklin -D.  Roosevelt, 
early  in  1933,  suddenly  thrust  the 
issue  of  gun  control  on  the  public. 
Guns  were  continuing  to  flow  to 
criminal  mobs,  as  well  as  to  the 
population  as  a  whole,  in 
unrestricted  quantities,  and  the  toll 
of  deaths  attributed  to  firearms  was 
steadily  increasing. 

In  view  of  the  success  some  states 
were  having  with  licensing  laws,  an 
unprecedented  number  of 
regulatory  bills  were  introduced 
into  the  Seventy-third  Congress. 
One  such  bill  was  quite  restrictive 
and  its  passage  seemed  inevitable, 
but  it  was  hacked  down  into  a  less 
powerful  form  and  passed  in  1934 
as  the  National  Firearms  Act.  It 
provided  for  the  registration  and 
taxation  of  the  manufacturing,  sale, 
and  transfer  of  machine  guns, 
sawed-off  shotguns,  cut-down  rifles, 
and  mufflers  and  silencers.  The  law 
put  an  end  to  big  barrages  of 
machine-gun  fire,  but  traffic  in 
firearms  continued. 


In  1938,  further  legislation  was 
passed  to  regulate  the 
transportation  and  sale  of  firearms. 
The  Federal  Firearms  Act  required 
manufacturers  and  importers  of 
firearms  to  obtain  licenses  and 
made  it  illegal  to  ship  firearms  to 
unlicensed  firms  and  felons.  This 
law  was  the  most  powerful  yet  to 
be  passed,  but  the  trend  in  the 
number  of  deaths  due  to  guns  was 
not  significantly  affected. 

In  1968,  this  act  was  repealed  by 
Title  IV  of  the  Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act,  which 
controlled  more  closely  the 
shipment  and  sale  of  handguns.  It 
also  prohibited  the  impoftation  of 
some  handguns. 

Also  in  1968,  the  Gun  Control 
Act  was  passed,  placing  stronger 
restrictions  on  handguns  and 
extending  these  restrictions  to  long 
guns  and  ammunition.  One 
provision,  which  made  dealers 
register  anyone  who  bought 
ammunition  for  rifles  or  shotguns, 
was  repealed  a  year  later.

Cambodia  thorn  in  U, 


Despite  a  Congressional  dictum 
concerning  non-involvement,  the  spectre 
of  further  U.S.  commitment  in  Southeast 
Asia  will  not  be  banished  easily.  President 
Lon  Nol  of  Cambodia  insists  his 
government  will  collapse  without  $222 
million  in  supplementary  military  aid. 
President  Ford  has  also  requested  $300 
million  for  Vietnam. 

Unquestionably,  the  U.S.  already  has 
paid  a  high  price  for  the  freedom  of 
Southeast  Asia  in  hard  cash,  prestige  and 
lives.  The  mood  of  this  country  clearly 
would  not  permit  that  kind  of 
involvement  again.  Many  Americans  balk 
even  at  the  prospect  of  sending  money  to 
the  floundering  Cambodians. 

Lon  Nol  has  begged  for  U.S.  support, 
and  U.S.  Defense  Secretary  James 
Schlesinger  says  that  without  additional 
U.S.  aid  “they  will  fall  in  something  like  a 
month.”  Yet  Schlesinger  admits  that 
Victory  over  the  communists  seems 
unlikely.  Despite  this,  continued  aid 
would  prolong  the  life  of  Cambodia  and 
would  provide  an  atmosphere  for 
negotiation  of  a  peaceful  settlement. 

Members  of  last  week’s  bi-partisan 
Congressional  fact-finding  delegation  have 
not  reached  a  decision  about  giving  more 
financial  aid  to  southeast  Asia,  but  have 
reached  a  “rough  concensus”  that  U.S.
